Applicants appreciate the courtesies shown to Applicants' representative by Examiner 
Masinick in the August 25, 2005 personal interview. The following is Applicants' personal 
record of the interview. 

During the interview, the Applicants' representative presented arguments that the 
Amendment After Final Rejection filed on July 8, 2005 overcomes the 35 U.S.C. §112 
second paragraph, rejection and distinguishes over Takie for the reasons presented therein. 
The Examiner agreed that the Amendment overcomes the art of record, but stated that an 
updated search is necessary. Regarding the 35 U.S.C. §112 rejection, the examiner indicated 
that he believes the amendment to claim 1 may not overcome the 35 U.S.C. §112 rejection.
